I can, of course, condense the 
material on the intor-Agency structure but am reluctant 
to discuss CIA alone for two reasons* The Agency does 
not operate in isolation but largely as a coordinating 
body and, to the extent it operates alone, such as in the 
foreign clandestine field, our policy is very strictly 
against anything other than the most general discussion 
even before cleared group®. So unless I hear fro® you 
to the contrary I shall concern nyeelf with the production 
of Intelligence in support of national policy making and 
prcM&am of the Watch Coacdttee on warning functions and 
on the way the system actually works. 


I shall again bring sy own slides wiiich wo rk all 
right in your projection equipment.
